WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (UP)— 
A former U.S. attorney said today 
oil lobbyist John M. Neff told him 
he was authorized by Superior Oil 
Co. to make $2,500 campaign con- 
tributions to Nebraska's two sena- 
tors during the natural gas bill 
fight. 

Donald R. Ross, who recently 
resigned as VU. S. attorney for 
Nebraska, also testified that Neff 
last November sent bankbooks of 
$100 each for Ross’ five children. 


Ross said he promptly returned 
the books. 


SENATE PANEL 


Ross testified before a special 
Senate committee as it unexpect- 
edly resumed public hearings into 
the $2,500 campaign contribution 
which Neff offered Sen. Case (R- 
SD). The committee was attempt- 
ing to show the ‘‘general pattern” 
of Neff's activities. 

Nebraska Senators Curtis and 
Hruska, both Republicans, ac- 
companied Ross to the hear 
ing and sat behind him as 
he testified. Both had said pre- 
‘viously that Neff had approached 
‘them in connection with the gas 
bill. 


Ross said Curtis and Hruska told 
him they would not accept any 
personal contributions, but that any 
contribution from Neff should go 
to a recognized Republican fund. 


NEW INQUIRY 


Meantime, the Senate Democrat- 
ic Policy Committee agreed unan- 
imously that a new _ bipartisan 
special committee should be set 
up to conduct a “far reaching and 
thorough” investigation of lobby- 
Ing, attempts to influence senators, 
and campaign contributions.

Expected Feb. 29 in D.C.

Jesse Rizer, a courageous, 
hard-working man pushing 60, 
farms in the traditional sense. 
He has done very well indeed 
in keeping 70 acres in economic 
competition. His 2% acres of 
tobacco are his basic cash crop. 
Next are his hogs, grazed on 
pasture and then grain-fed for 
some weeks before marketing. 
He feeds out a few head of grade 
cattle. A milch cow, garden and 
chickens keep him and his wife 
going. But the ‘“going’’ gets 
harder. Without a tractor he 
would have lost out years ago. 
And tractors and machinery cost 
more and more. Tobacco and 
pigs bring in less and less. 


Dayton Everett, solely on his 
own, has built a really top, small 
herd of dairy cattle, Guernseys 
and Jerseys, with the usual 10 
per cent quota Holsteins. He 
presently is milking 41 cows. 


Office 

The basic explanation of their 
more than modest success is ‘‘the 
office.”’ Last year Dayton Ev- 
erett and one helper built a 
small, but attractively designed 
and functional modern house. 
One room of it is a combination 
office and study. Mrs. Everett ° 
was a bookkeeper when she 
married. She never did quit

more ‘thorough cost and milk 
production records, Deprecia- 
tion of machinery, feed costs, 
results of various type feedings 
ard grazings—all these are in 
his ‘‘books.”’

Gas Lobby Facts 
Need Full Airing 


However embarrassed and reluctant, 
the U.S. Senate cannot do otherwise than 
give every support to the new hearings 
now ordered onthe recently vetoed Natur- 
al Gas Bill by Sen. Walter F. George, 
chairman of a special Senate committee. 

Sen. Gore, of Tennessee, chairman of 
a Senate elections committee, would 
have moved into the case had not the S5en- 
ate’s special committee created for this 
investigation acted forthrightly and with 
speed. 

There does seem to be pay dirt ahead. 
Not only did an oil company lobbyist 
attempt to contribute $2,500 to the “cam- 
paign expenses” of Sen. Case (R-ND) but 
he did so only after learning that Case 
was “friendly” toward the oil industry’s 
position. Case promptly returned the 
money and voted against the bill. 

While Sen. Case is in the clear, there 
is reason to believe other monies may 
have been passed out which were not re- 
turned. 

In addition, the Republican U.S. 
attorney for Nebraska, who admits having 
introduced the lobbyist involved in the 
Case case to two Nebraska senators, has 
resigned. He did so, he said, because he 
was fearful what he had done, though not 
“wrong,” might embarrass the Justice 
department. The suggestion is then that 
he privately was asked to resign. The 
Justice department, ordered by the Presi- 
dent to give full cooperation to the Sen- 
ate investigation, certainly will seek any 
law violation. 

Republicans, placed on the defensive, 
are trying to argue that since only a few 
senators can afford the tremendous ex- 
pense of a senatorial campaign, the so- 
called contribution to Case was no worse 
than one by any other industry or by a 
labor organization. 

This is too much of an oversimplifi- 
cation. While the fact of campaign ex- 
pense is a distasteful one, leading to 
practices such as the famous “expense 
fund” created for Sen. Richard Nixon, 
now vice president, there is a line which 
must be drawn. 

There is a real difference between a 
campaign contribution and a sum of 
money proffered on the eve of an im- 
portant vote. While we can understand 
the unhappiness of the GOP, the attempt to 
dismiss the incident as no worse than a 
contribution to a general campaign will 
not stand up. 

By all means let’s find out all the 
facts.

Nation Cannot Accept 
Second Best Air Force 


Charges by Trevor Gardner, recently 
resigned assistant secretary of the Air 
Force, that a “second best” Air Force 
now is assured for the United States are 
enough to make the American people 
shiver. 

Gardner, it must be remembered, was 
in charge of research and development at 
the time he resigned. In this capacity he 
must have been in close touch with all 
developments as well as with the com- 
parative strength of the Russians. He left 
in protest at the lagging missile program. 

The charges bear out other disclosures, 
in and out of government, that the U.S. 
Air Force is falling behind Russia in 
the struggle for air supremacy. If this 
be true, the country soon will be in 
mortal danger. In the age of the hydro- 
gen bomb, the nation’s primary defenses 
must be aerial—aircraft and guided mis- 
siles. 

In the field of missiles, Gardner said 
flatly the Russians are ahead. 

Congress should probe these charges 
quickly and thoroughly. To take such 
chances with the survival of this nation 
is criminal.

Middle East Blunder 
Can Lead to Tragedy 


The State department cannot do other 
than sell arms to Israel. It now is paying 
the penalty in the matter of the tanks 
sold to Saudi Arabia of an attempt to 
carry water on both shoulders. It has 
never had a policy for the Middle East 
unless it was an ill-thought-out decision 
to somehow try to appease the Arab 
states and at the same time hold fast to 
the only real friend there—Israel. 

It is worth noting that discovery of 
the sale of tanks was accidental. The 
deal was a secret one. When revealed, 
the State department was thrown into 
complete confusion because the only per- 
sons who knew of the sale were out of 
the city. Hence the decision to stop the 
shipment. 

There followed another merry-go- 
round of calls and conferences and 
eventually, of course, the tanks had to 
be released. The State department is in 
the unhappy state of a person who made 
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the initial error of paying blackmail and 
then found each succeeding demand 
increased. 

Syria and Egypt now have access to 
all the arms they wish to obtain. The 
Soviets supply them. Saudi Arabia and 
Iraq still hold off a bit from complete 
union with Egypt. Saudi Arabia is a 
major source of oil for the U.S. and 
Britain. So we sold arms to her. If we 
had refused then Iraq and the Arabians, 
too, would have turned to MRKussian 
markets. 

We cannot, in good conscience, any 
longer refuse to sell arms to Israel. It is 
one of those things which are in the pat- 
tern of a Greek tragedy in that sale of 
arms by the Russians and by us make 
increasingly possible the outbreak of war. 
Yet, to refuse to sell arms to Israel 
while vending them to her enemies is 
merely another chapter in the long story 
of State department bumbling. And that, 
without doubt, is likely to be productive 
of a greater tragedy.

The Expressway Soon 


Should Please the Eye 


That an expressway can be handsome 
as well as useful is becoming more obvi- 
ous daily. 

For the past several weeks, crews of 
workmen have been planting the banks 
of Atlanta’s expressway with trees, 
shrubs and vines. The plantings are pri- 
marily designed to improve the road- 
way’s appearance, but also will serve as 
safety features. 

Also cheering to those citizens who 
see no reason why a roadway must be 
ugly, is a recent State Supreme Court 
decision upholding the city’s restrictions 
on advertising along the expressway’s 
length. 

Local ordinances regulating the type 
and size of signs along the expressway’s 
rights of way have been attacked in 
court but have survived untouched. Ad- 
vertising, for all its virtues, can be over- 
done, and the temptation to overdo it 
would have been almost irresistible along 
the thoroughfare with its enormous cap- 
tive audience. 

Beauty and utility are not inconsistent, 
although the two are not often seen hand 
in hand. But the new expressway plant- 
ing, plus the relatively discreet billboards 
that may be seen from a car in transit, 
finally should result in a roadway that 
is a parkway as well.

A Veterinarian Speaks 
In Behalf of Farmer 


Beset by higher prices for what he 
buys and lower pay for what he produces, 
the farmer is about to get a break. 


Dr. Shirley Shepard of Moultrie, presi- 
dent of the Georgia Veterinary As- 
sociation, has asked fellow  veterina- 
rians to see if they can’t shave a little off 
the fee they charge for vaccinating hogs. 

The GVA president says he doesn’t 
know just how much the veterinarians 
can reduce the 90 cents more or less 
they now get for a vaccination. But he 
figures that every little bit will help the 
farmer in a crisis. 

Surely this official attitude on the part 
of the veterinary association is commend- 
able. The law requires that all hogs 
bought at sales barns be vaccinated. The 
lower the overhead at the barn before the 
farmer can get his feeder pigs home, the 
greater his chance to feed them out and 
make a profit. When the farmer makes 
money, the businesses and _ professions 
allied to farming prosper as well. 

Veterinarians, of course, are closely 
tied into the farm picture. In fact, the 
growth of the livestock industry in Geor- 
gia has intensified the need for veterinary 
doctors,

Judge Woolfolk Calls 
For a Curb on Drivers 


Fulton County Juvenile Court Judge 
W. W. Woolfolk has called for strict 
enforcement of motor vehicle ldws as a 
means of curbing juvenile delinquency. 

Appearing on WSB-TV’s Press Gal- 
lery on a program devoted to a discussion 
of erring youth, the judge was very criti- 
cal of parents who allow their children 
to drive automobiles and motor scooters 
before they reach the legal age for such 
activity. 

The judge’s point was well taken, not 
only from the standpoint of deterring ju- 
venile delinquency but from the point of 
view of public safety. Youth is rash and 
youth is optimistic, two characteristics 
that make for dangerous driving. 

Public safety, or rather the lack 
thereof, is as burning a question today 
as is juvenile delinquency. Better en- 
forcement of traffic laws should be a 
double blessing. It should put a crimp in 
wayward juveniles and make the streets 
safer for drivers with a mature regard for 
the rights of others.

Stiffer Penalties Are Needed 


To Punish Drunken Drivers 


Indictments taking 45 persons into Criminal Court to answer 
charges of drunken driving were returned by the Shelby County 


Grand Jury. 


It was only partially a reflection of careless drinking. 


What it really reflects is penalties so light that those who have 
been drinking drive without fear of the penalties. 


It also reflects a much larger 
number who drink and drive over 
the weekends but manage to evade 
the policemen, deputies and high- 
way patrolmen. 

Shelby County judges levy more 
severe penalties for driving while 
intoxicated than some other Ten- 
nessee judges. But they have to 
work under a law which allows a 
first offender to depart after being 
tapped on the wrist with a $10 fine. 
It takes a third conviction to allow 
the judges to order a $1,000 fine 
and 11 months and 29 days im- 
prisonment. 


Details of the law and of its 
present enforcement are, we be- 
lieve, unimportant compared with 
the glaring fact that 67 persons 
were so unafraid of its penalties 
as to fall into the hands of arrest- 
ing officers of one county in two 
weeks. 


They are so unafraid that 995 
of them were indicted in 1955. 
There are so many of them now 
that almost. half of the persons 
prosecuted by the attorney general 
and his staff are drunken drivers. 

To take a ton and a half of steel 
into holiday traffic and endanger 
thousands of other motorists and 
children on the streets is a more 
serious crime than these penalties 
indicate, 

We look for the next Legislature 
to increase the penalties in keep- 
ing with the seriousness of the 
danger to others. An automatic 
jail term for first offenders would 


\ 


be one way to do it. For sheriffs 
to impound the automobile or truck 
of the drunken driver for at least 
30 days would be another. 

However it is done, whatever the 
new penalties, there must be 
punishments harsh enough to make 
even the hazy-minded drunk afraid 
to take the wheel.

Party Divisions Hit 


The Democrats, Too 


WASHINGTON—Democratic politicians show a 
delighted eagerness to picture the divisions within 
the Republican Party but, in public at least, prefer 


to shut their eyes when looking into the mirror. But not always in 
private. One Democratic leader with unusual candor put it this way in 
an off-the-record comment recently: “It seems to me that sometimes 
the Democratic Party consists of diverse groups of dissident elements 
engaged in a perpetual imbroglio.”’ 


He was palpably overstating it. 
Perhaps he was in search of sym- 
pathy or perhaps, as an official of 
the Truman administration, he was 
mindful of the fact that Mr. Tru- 
man had as many, if not more, 
frustrations from the Democratic 
8lst Congress which he helped elect 
as he did from the Republican 80th 
Congress which helped elect him. 

The divisions within the Demo- 
cratic Party continue to be visible. 

This past week the National 
Committee for an Effective Con- 
gress, whose bipartisanship has 
sometimes been questioned by Re- 
publicans, cited the record on two 
Democratic senatorial candidates 
and gave them the worst of it. 

“The Democrats,” declared the 
committee, whose avowed purpose 
is to support nominees of ability 
in both parties in the interest of 
a better Congress, “are now suf- 
fering from a local attack of politi- 
cal schizophrenia—the same mal- 
ady they have been diagnosing in 
the Republican Party. The afflic- 
tion is in the form of Glen Tay- 
lor’s campaign for the Democratic 
Senate nomination in Idaho and 
J. G. Sourwine’s campaign for 
the nomination in neighboring Ne- 
vada. It is providing reason for 
quiet amusement to Republicans 
who will not be quiet if these nomi- 
nations are won.’’

Good Results Seen 
In Gas Bill Veto 


WASHINGTON—The $2,500 in cash offered by 
an oil lobbyist for the campaign fund of Sen Fran- 


illustrated by the fact that he was 
“Henry Wallace’s running mate on 
the ticket of the Communist-infil- 
trated Progressive Party in 1948.’’ 

It describes Mr. Sourwine, who 
was chief counsel for the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee for 
many years, as ‘‘a protege of Pat 
McCarran moulded in the ideologi- 
cal image of his master.” 

The committee’s opposition to 
Glen Taylor does not stem so much 
from fear that he would win the 
election as it does from fear that 
he would virtually insure the re- 
election of Republican Sen. Her- 
man Welker, the Idaho incumbent 
who probably will be renominated. 

Sen. Welker gives no comfort to 
the Eisenhower administration and 
contributes stout opposition to 
nearly everything the President 
stands for. He was Sen. McCarthy’s 
floor manager in the special ses- 
sion and is as far on the right-wing 
fringe of the Republican Party as 
he can get. Obviously’ the Commit- 
tee for an Effective Congress hopes 
that the voters of Idaho won’t be 
forced to choose between a Demo- 
crat of the ‘“‘radical left” and a 
Republican of the ‘‘radical right.’” 

It is for this reason that it sees 
Glen Taylor’s attempt to seize the 
Democratic senatorial nomination 
as adding to the split personality 
of the Democratic Party and con- 
tributing to an ineffective Congress 
by practically forcing the voters 
of Idaho to contribute Mr. Welker 
to the Senate.

figuratively only small change—that is, as money for political purposes 
is rated among some big oil moguls. Yet it may turn out to be one 
of the most effective investments in the cause of good government 


for quite awhile. 

Aside from providing a reason 
for President Eisenhower to veto 
the Natural Gas Bill, as it did by’ 
dramatizing the ‘‘highly question- 
able activities’’ of lobbyists pro- 
moting that measure, it virtually 
compelled the projected broad in- 
vestigation into expenditure of 
money to influence legislation by 
the Privileges and Elections Sub- 
committee headed by Sen. Gore 
(D-Tenn). 

That last may have still another 
healthy result. 

By exposing contributions from 
powerful economic interests and 
croups for political purposes, in- 
cluding oil, the inquiry undoubted- 
ly will tend to keep down the big 
political donations of the past. 
That prospect, at least, is seen by 
practical politicians in each party 
who were, for that reason, very 
leery of a full-scale investigation. 

What does this mean, since cam- 
paigns cost money — and big mon- 
ey — these days? As the money 
has got to come from somewhere, 
it means that political parties will 
have to make up the lack of big 
chunks in many small donations. 
That, of itself, should encourage 
the adoption finally of some plan 
to enlist rank and file citizens to 
foot the cost of campaigns them- 
selves by contributing smal] 
amounts and thus making cam- 
paign financing a democratic pro- 
cedure. 

The President's veto had inter- 
esting and significant political ef- 


fects, if not political motivations, 
beyond being a contributing fac- 
tor along with the planned Gore 
investigation to cleansing of cam- 
paign financing methods. 

The veto was a serious blow at 
the prestige of the dual Texas 
Democratic leadership of Congress 
— Speaker of the House Rayburn 
and Senate Leader Johnson. They 
persisted in pushing the Natural 
Gas Bill to passage against the 
wishes and votes of a majority of 
Democratic members in each 


*branch and so got this measure 


labeled as a Democratic venture 
in an election year. 

The slick calculations on which 
they based their strategy were 
upset rudely by the President. 
They hoped to spread responsibil- 
ity for the gas bill among both 
parties so that the voter would be 
confused. This proceeded accord- 
ing to plan in the first stage, the 
Congress stage, when more Re- 
publicans voted for the bill than 
Democrats. 

But they had counted also upon 
the President's support by sign- 
ing the bill — thus adding the final 
touch to make this look like a 
truly bipartisan measure. But the 
President fooled them*— and con- 
sequently gets credit for protect- 
ing millions of consumers who 
would have been saddled with an 
increase in the price of their gas 
and who constitute, incidentally, a 
great mass of voters concentrated 
chiefly in big metropolitan areas.

Coleman easily was the hard- 
luck king of the majors a year 
ago. He broke a shoulder bone 
and spent some three months on 
the sidelines. Then, the day he 
got back in the lineup, a Harry 
Byrd pitch hit him in the head 
and he was back in the hospital. 

Between accidents, Coleman 
appeared in only 43 games and 
batted .229. 

Add it all up and the hustling 
shortstop-second baseman has 
been in the Yankee lineup only 
169 games in four seasons. He 
was in 153 back in 1950, and 
that’s the kind of year he in- 
tends to have in ’56. 

Rizzuto, who has been going 
south with the Yankees each 
spring’ since 1941, flew up from 
Miami and checked in Monday 
night. The others arrived Mon- 
day morning. 

The popular 37-year-old short- 
stop isn’t conceding the kids 
anything this time. he was in 
81 games a year ago and would 
like to better that mark in what 
probably will be his final year 
as a Yankee,

I'll never forget the summer 
she spent in her yard peering fearfully through the window at 
her new pressure cooker. : 


I’m not exactly a mechanical genius myself but I did find 
the straight pin that was stuck crosswise in the drain pipe and 
removed it and pretty soon the machine was crooning its 
regular wash-day song with no more than a merry shimmy 
now and then. ; 

“Pshaw,” said Muv, “I'd rather have tubs and a pot in 
the backyard. You start to do everything the easy way and you 
end up with an explosion on your hands.” . 

In a way, she’s right. There’s hardly any way of taking 
the trouble out of work. If it’s easy on you physically it’s hard 
on your nervous system or your pocket book. . 


Still, I'm not quite ready to go back to the battling block 
and the battling stick. Mrs. W. G. Whisenhunt sent me a clipping 
the other day, which appeared in some mountain paper. (She 
wasn’t sure of the source.) It was all about Mrs. Katie Gibbs’ 
recollections of washday before the advent of washing machines, 
modern bleaches and the like. She spoke affectionately of put- 
ting peach bark in a flour sack and boiling it with the clothes 
to help whiten and perfume them. 


She explained the process of smearing the clothes with 
soft soap, boiling them, beating them with the battling stick, 
soaping and soaking and rubbing them on the rub board. A 
winter freeze, Mrs. Gibbs opined, helped to whitten the clothes, 
too. (She didn’t mention what it did to the poor washwoman.) 
Then when you finished getting the clothes washed and dried 
there was the charming sport of making flour starch, heating 
the irons by the hearth, keeping them smooth with beeswax 
or salt and so on until you were presumably too tired to wear 
them when they were ready. 


Mrs. Whisenhunt, who has been living in Atlanta since 
1912, grew up in East Tennessee in the flat country near the 
Smokies and she remembers well the washing process, which, 
happily, was carried out at her home by two Negro women, 
Suse and Moll. 


But the water situation was one that the whole family 
felt acutely. Even when they could get water from the lime 
stone soil it was very hard and they caught all wash water and 
most drinking water in cisterns or rain barrels. 


“The rain barrels,’’ recalled Mrs. Whisenhunt, ‘‘had their 
draw backs. The water would stagnate and create wiggle tails 
during the long, hot dry summer months. It had to be used very 


sparingly, the wiggle tails strained out, before it could be used 
for home shampoos and laundrying. 

“Farm life was not easy in those days but thanks to 
modern appliances and the TVA, things have been made much 
easier for people living in that part of the country.” 

And elsewhere, of course. But don’t count on it. When a 
straight pin can make a mechanical monster have St. Vitus 
dance you might as well know there’s no security in the easy 
way.
